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SiaiMER AND CCartEMPCBARY ART 
SYNCHRONIZE IN 1W0 EXHIBITS 


Two loan exhibitions of contemporary American works will be presented 
simultaneously this simmer at The Cleveland tiuseum of Art* Beginning July 2 
and continuing through September 15 the Museum* s gallery 26 will feature eighteen 
pieces of pop art end the outdoor garden court, which includes the dining patio, 
will host five large sculptures. 

The POPULAR IMAGES AND SENSIBILITY exhibit carries paintings and mixed 
media by three pop artists who are remarkably sensitive to the handling of 
materials. Included are Claes Oldenburg, an initiator of pop art in New Yorkj 
Wayne Thiebaud, West Coast painter; and Jasper Johns who, along with Robert 
Rauschenberg, gave Impetus to the American Pop Art movement.' Pop art uses flat 
surfaces and bold designs and represents a late fifties reaction to abstract 
art. It borrows images from the typical adjuncts of America* s post»war commercial 
culture advertising, comic strips, supermarkets and "modernistic" interior 
design. It is meant to reveal but not criticize that which it depicts. 

Alexander Calder, Jack Krueger, Alexander Liberman, Seymour Lipton and 
Isamu Noguchi provide the large-scale sculpture for the outdoor court. The metal 
and granite works range in proportion from 500-600 pounds to 26 feet in length. 

Lenders to both exhibitions include New York galleries, private individuals 
and public museums. 
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
